
 
 

 

While monitoring licensed establishments on University Avenue in the City of 

Charlottesville, uniformed Virginia ABC special agents arrested a 20-year-old 

male early on the morning of March 18.  

 

The individual was charged with Public Intoxication and Obstruction of Justice in 

an incident that occurred at approximately 12:45 a.m. on March 18 in the 1500 

block of University Avenue.  The uniformed ABC agents observed and approached 

the individual after he was refused entry to a licensed establishment.  A 

determination was made by the agents to further detain the individual based on 

their observations and further questioning. 

 

In the course of an arrest being made, the arrested individual sustained injuries.  

The individual received treatment for his injuries at a local hospital and was 

released. 

 

Governor McAuliffe has requested that Virginia State Police conduct an 

independent investigation into the circumstances of the arrest, including use of 

force.  Virginia ABC will provide whatever information or assistance is requested 

by Virginia State Police. 

 

Virginia ABC is restricting the special agents involved in the incident to 

administrative duties while the investigation is underway. 
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
